The cutting 
is a difficult process, as a hair's Lrcadlb 
deviation in size will make a matcrhu 
difference in tho fitting. The edges are 
fired and tho cyo allowed to cool slow- 
ly, this being the annealing or temper- 
ing process, which toughens the enam- 
el and renders it less liable to break. 
Tho final work is tho polishing, and 
then it is ready for the owner.

Iu aa easy oonver- 
sational manner, this paper set forth"' 
the curium aud bn.-mtiful ideas of the 
auciHtit poetrf aud showed .the points of 
likeness incl di'Jereuce butweeu them 
and tho noblor and not leas imagin- 
ative conceptions of Christian poets. 
In few aud well chosen words, the 
speaker painted clear pictures of the 
curious aud wonderful places 
and 


shapes told of by the pools mentioned. 
This paper showed clearly the influ- 
ence of the ancient poets on the later 
ones, Dunte and Mittou. 
It was a 


thoughtful essay and very well ren- 


eet forth tho principal causes of loss, 
showing that, contrary to the general 
idea, the principal cause of loss is not 
the volitilization of tho silver, but its 
absorption by the cupel. The eaaay 
showed much skill in writing and care- 
ful, practical study of the difficult sub- 
ject treated. 


Following this came a thesis of es- 


pecial interest to Nevada people. It 
was entitled "The Treatment of Low 
Grade Cupriferous Silver Ores." Like 
the other technical essays, the basis of 
tbia paper was actual work—patient 
experimental work in the laboratory. 
If we could spare tbe required space 
we would gladly print the entire essay, 
for we feel that the process outlined 
and the results obtained would be of 
much practical value in solving the 
problem of profitably treating our low 
grade oreo.

The central idea of this 
paper wae a tracing of the various 
threads of romance iu Shakespeare's 
plays.

treatment was delightfully easy aud 
pleasant. The true place of ghosts, 
goblins and witches iu the works of Ihe

was one of tbe brightest and most in- 
teresting papers which the JOUBNAL 
reporter has onjoja'J for some years. 


As a. whole the essays were highly 


creditable as exhibitions of the ad- 
vanced grade of work done at the Ne- 
vada State University.
